The figures apply only 
to persons employed at time rates, 
and not to piece workers, and include 
the bakery, building, stcne, metal, 
mill woodwork and printing trades, 
and also chauffeurs and teamsters, 
freight handlers. laundry workers, 
theater hands and waiters.
